rhe  lack  of  patents  for  pharmaceutical  substances  has 
contributed  to  much  of  the  advertising  by  the  Italian 
aharmaceutical  industry  and  Assofarma,  the  association 
Df  68  major  manufacturers,  has  approached  the  Italian 
3overnment  offering  a  reduction  in  the  volume  of 
advertising  if  the  patent  law  is  changed  to  enable  the 
talian  manufacturers  to  patent  medicinal  substances. 
3rofessor  Augusto  Venturi,  the  president  of  the 
Association,  told  Chemist  and  Druggist  in  a  recent 
nterview,  that  Assofarma  members  were  responsible  for 
34  per  cent  of  the  ethicals  produced  in  Italy,  totalling 
about  1,200  billion  lire  (see  p.  820).  In  Italy,  the 
oatient  usually  subscribes  to  a  section  of  the  Social 
Security  and  the  pharmacist  provides  drugs  for  little  or 
io  payment.  He  then  sends  the  prescription  to  the 
Social  Security  agency  and  is  reimbursed, 
fhe  agency  currently  seeks  a  discount  of  19  per  cent 
from  each  manufacturer  of  the  prescribed  products. 
Prior  to  1970,  12  per  cent  was  deducted.  "The  Social 
Security  agencies"  said  Professor  Venturi  "were  always 
in  the  red  and  since  the  fiscal  system  could  not 
provide  more  money,  the  manufacturer  had  to  pay 
the  bill". 

Prices  are  fixed  by  the  Government  when  the 
products  are  registered  and  so  far  as  Assofarma  were 
concerned,  it  seemed  that  the  lowest  prices  for  drugs 
in  the  EEC  countries  were  to  be  found  in  England,  the 
highest  in  Belgium,  Holland  and  Germany  "with 


France  and  Italy  in  between".  Professor  Venturi  sug- 
gested that  one  direct  result  of  the  lack  of  patent 
protection  was  the  multiplicity  of  products.  On 
January  1,  in  Italy,  10,658  specialities  were  registered 
and  these  were  offered  in  20,456  forms. 
A  Patent  Bill  currently  before  the  Italian  legislature  still 
requires  approval,  but  from  a  parliamentary  point  of 
view  patents  are  not  likely  to  receive  a  high  degree  of 
priority;  it  was  a  subject  about  which  politicians  were 
not  very  enthusiastic.  It  was,  however,  possible  that 
the  EEC  Convention  on  European  patents  might  be 
brought  into  operation  before  the  domestic  bill. 

Meanwhile,  the  Association  continues  to  pursue  the 
matter  during  negotiations  with  their  health 
authorities. 

There  is  a  tendency  for  political  problems  to  be 
considered  either  black  or  white  and  rarely  in  the 
intermediate  shades  of  grey  and  undoubtedly  the 
Italian  pharmaceutical  industry,  viewed  from  the  UK 
point  of  view,  has  generally  been  considered  as  a 
"piratical"  one.  It  is  therefore  welcome  to  have  the 
assurance  that  an  influential  section  of  the  Italian 
industry  that  is  involved  in  research  is  trying  to  bring 
medicines  within  an  Italian  patent  system.  Whether  it 
comes  about  through  domestic  or  EEC  legislation 
does  not  matter.  The  need  is  for  a  unified  system 
throughout  the  EEC  to  enable  research  investment  to 
continue  at  the  highest  possible  level. 


Business  Q&  A 


I  have  heard  that  if  my  daughter 
marries  in  a  tax  year  in  which,  be- 
fore her  marriage,  she  earned  less 
than  £115  but  after  her  marriage 
much  more,  I  can  still  claim  child 
allowance  for  her.  Is  this  right? 

A  recent  tax  case  decision  was  to  this 
effect.  It  was  decided  that  after  her  mar- 
riage the  daughter's  income  was,  for  tax 
purposes,  that  of  her  husband,  and  there- 
fore her  income  in  her  own  right  did  not 
exceed  the  statutory  limit.  The  Inland 
Revenue  are,  however,  taking  the  case 
to  the  Court  of  Appeal. 

/  own  my  business  premises 
which  consist  of  a  shop  with  a 
flat  over  the  top  in  which  I  live. 
Normally  two-thirds  of  the  rates 
are  taken  to  relate  to  the  business 
premises,  and  three-quarters  of 
the  lighting  and  heating  (but  not 
the  cost  of  gas).  Am  I  bound  by 
these  fractions  for  capital  gains 
tax  purposes  if  I  sell?  The  flat  is 


in  fact  a  little  larger  in  total  area 
than  the  shop. 

For  income  tax  purposes  you  are  entitled 
to  deduct  expenses  wholly  and  exclu- 
sively laid  out  or  incurred  for  the  pur- 
pose of  the  trade  or  business.  For  capital 
gains  tax,  relief  is  disallowed  for  any 
part  of  a  private  dwelling  house  used 
exclusively  for  business  purposes.  The 
two  things  are  not  synonymous,  and  you 
have  to  decide,  not  on  the  basis  of  the 
proportion  of  expenses,  but  on  the  basis 
of  such  factors  as  area  used.  Thus  it 
would  seem  that  something  less  than 
50%  may  be  the  appropriate  proportion 
of  any  gain  for  Capital  Gains  Tax. 

My  elder  daughter,  aged  21,  is  a 
full-time  university  student,  and  I 
claim  the  child  allowance  of  £115 
for  her.  I  also  claim  the  child 
allowance  for  my  younger 
daughter  who  is  also  a  full-time 
student.  During  the  summer  vaca- 
tion my  elder  daughter  earnt  ap- 
proximately £200,  and  the  younger 
one  approximately  £100.  Are  these 
sums  aggregated  when  claiming 
the  children's  allowances?  Would 
you  confirm  that  earnings  by  the 
children,    over    £115,    are  set 


against  my  salary,  and  if  this  is 
so,  is  there  no  financial  gain  in 
earning  more  than  this  figure? 

There  is  no  aggregation  of  amounts 
earned  by  individual  children  in  comput- 
ing disallowance  of  child  relief.  Thus  you 
are  entitled  to  full  child  relief  for  your 
younger  daughter  whose  earnings  are 
less  than  £115  and  £85  for  your  older 
daughter.  The  position  is  that  the  statu- 
tory child  reliefs  are  set  against  your 
salary  in  computing  taxable  income,  and 
these  reliefs  are  reduced  by  each  child's 
income  in  excess  of  £115. 

//  /  do  locum  work  do  I  pay  Nat- 
ional Insurance  as  self-employed 
person  or  as  an  employee  please? 
To  some  extent  this  depends  on  the  terms 
of  your  engagement.  Most  locums  are 
self-employed  in  the  sense  that  they  ar- 
range their  terms,  the  basis  on  which 
they  work  and  the  manner  in  which  they 
carry  out  their  duties.  They  are  not,  in 
other  words,  subject  to  the  orders  of  an 
employer.  These  people  should  pay  Nat- 
ional Insurance  as  self-employed  persons. 
There  are,  on  the  other  hand,  some 
locums  who  take  short-term  engage- 
ments as  salaried  employees.  In  these 
cases  the  employer  will  deduct  National 
Insurance  at  the  rate  for  an  employee. 
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Chemists'  record  turnover 
in  1973  say  Nielsen 


This  year  has  been  a  record  year  for  phar- 
macists' turnover,  says  Nielsen  Researcher 
published  by  the  A.  C.  Nielsen  market 
research  organisation. 

Ten  months'  results  plus  estimates  for 
November-December  suggest  that  total 
turnover  will  be  £482m,  or  £50m  more 
than  last  year,  the  fastest  rate  of  growth 
in  recent  years. 

NHS  receipts  increased  at  the  same  rate 
as  in  1972  (14-4  per  cent)  which  at  the 
national  level  represents  47  per  cent  of  the 
total  turnover.  But  counter  turnover  rose 
by  9-2  per  cent  as  against  6  per  cent  last 
year. 

The  estimates  exclude  Boots  outlets. 
Other  multiples  showed  only  7-7  per  cent 
increase  in  counter  turnover  compared 
with  an  increase  of  9-5  per  cent  for  in- 
dependent chemists. 

The  report  suggests  the  reasons  for  con- 
tinuing buoyancy  of  NHS  business  are  the 
increasing  numbers  and  costs  of  prescrip- 
tions. The  average  cost  of  a  prescription 
has  risen  15  per  cent  and  the  number  of 
prescriptions  dispensed  has  increased  by 
6  per  cent  since  autumn  last  year. 

VAT  had  no  dramatic  effect  on  Govern- 
ment indices  of  retail  prices  of  many  items 
sold  by  pharmacies,  says  the  report.  De- 
tailed analysis  of  purchases  by  traders  and 
sales  to  customers  from  March  to  June 
showed  that,  compared  with  the  same 
period  last  year,  sales  of  traditional 
chemists'  lines  including  proprietary  medi- 
cines, toiletries,  health  and  beauty  aids  but 
excluding  photographic  and  electrical 
goods  and  minor  durables,  were  slow 
around  this  time.  Retailers  and  to  some 
extent  customers  stocked  up  with  products 
they  knew  would  increase  in  price  after 
VAT  and  retailers  particularly  cut  down 
on  orders  which  would  become  cheaper. 


Doubled 

Although  Britain  has  lost  the  services  of 
almost  3,000  retail  pharmacies  since  1962. 
counter  turnover  has  more  than  doubled 
and  NHS  receipts  have  more  than  trebled. 
The  report  says  the  average  annual  turn- 
over for  retail  pharmacies  (excluding 
Boots)  in  1973  is  about  £45,000. 

"How  much  longer  this  accelerating  de- 
cline in  the  number  of  pharmacies  can 
continue  is  a  serious  question  and  one  that 
must  be  resolved  soon  in  a  way  that  is 
satisfactory  both  to  the  general  public 
and  to  the  hard-pressed  retail  pharmacists 
themselves." 

Independent  chemists  are  becoming 
more  dependent  on  wholesalers  for  their 
supplies.  Well  over  two-thirds  of  goods 
from  20  chemists'  product  classes  came 
from  wholesale  sources  as  against  41  per 
cent  in  1961.  In  addition,  about  one  third 
of  independent  chemists  used  local  cash 
and  carry  depots,  usually  for  baby  foods. 


Of  the  313  wholesalers  supplying  the 
independent  chemists  in  the  Nielsen  Drug 
Index  sample,  162  are  traditional  chemists' 
wholesalers  supplying  drugs,  "ethicals"  and 
patent  medicines,  77  are  traditional  whole- 
salers supplying  other  pharmacists'  lines 
including  photographic  goods  and  sun- 
dries, and  74  are  cash  and  carry  operators. 
The  traditional  chemists'  wholesalers  have 
206  depots,  the  number  in  each  region 
corresponding  closely  to  the  number  of 
independent  chemists.  Greater  London, 
however,  has  fewer  and  North  and  Yorks/ 
Humberside  more  wholesale  depots  than 
would  be  expected  on  this  basis.  Only  four 
traditional  chemist  wholesaler  organisa- 
tions delivered  in  all  or  most  of  the 
legions  studied.

Labour's  industry  study 

A  Labour  Party  working  group  to  discuss 
the  pharmaceutical  industry  and  public 
ownership  is  in  the  process  of  being  set 
up,  it  was  confirmed  by  a  Transport 
House  spokesman  this  week.  The  working 
party  will  be  a  subcommittee  of  the 
Labour  Party's  home  policy  committee 
and  could  be  functioning  early  in  the  new 
year. 


Italian  association  supports  patents 


Between  11,000  and  12,000  pharmacists 
and  271  wholesalers  are  engaged  in  the 
distribution  of  medicines  in  Italy.  Of  the 
271  wholesalers,  about  80  were  fairly  large 
operators;  that  information  was  given  by 
Professor  Augusto  Venturi,  president, 
Assafarma,  The  Italian  Pharmaceutical 
Manufacturers  Association  during  a  recent 
interview  with  Chemist  and  Druggist.  Of 
total  "ethical"  production  about  1 8  per  cent 
went  to  hospitals  and  15  per  cent  was  sold 
direct  to  pharmacies.  Many  manufacturers 
were  involved  in  original  and  develop- 
ment research  and  invested  substantially 
in  R  &  D  and  wanted  patent  protection. 

Italian  wholesalers  worked  on  a  margin 
of  7  per  cent  of  the  public  price  and 
retailers,  24  per  cent.  There  is  a  tax  of 
6  per  cent  on  pharmaceuticals.  No  phar- 
maceutical preparations  were  sold  outside 
pharmacies  and  the  lack  of  patent  protec- 
tion had  contributed  largely  to  the  multi- 
plicity of  "ethical"  products  offered  in  Italy. 

He  did  not  believe  that  the  lack  of 
pharmaceutical  patent  protection  had 
restricted  the  investment  but  currently  the 


whole  Italian  industry  appeared  to  spend 
two  to  three  times  as  much  on  promotion 
as  it  did  on  research.  The  president  of 
the  Association  said  he  was  confident 
that  there  would  not  be  any  nationalisa 
tion  of  the  pharmaceutical  industry  but 
it  was  likely   there  would  be  increased 
Government  control.  There  was  a  grow 
ing  number  of  individuals  that  would  like 
to  have  some  "public  enterprise"  which 
could  be  "the  hand  of  the  Government" 
Currently,    the     normal    time  between 
application  and  the  registration  of  a  new 
drug  was  between   18  months  and  two 
years.  Generally,  manufacturers  who  had 
successful  research  departments  praised  the 
UK  system  of  adjudicating  on  medicines 
and  Assofarma  supported  a  desire  among 
UK  manufacturers  for  a  universal  appro- 
val certificate  acceptable  in  all  territories. 

The  Italian  industry  was  extremely  con- 
cerned about  the  Social  Security  system 
in  their  country  and  also  the  difficulty  of 
obtaining  payment  for  goods  supplied  to 
hospitals,  the  delays  amounting  in  some 
cases  to  two  or  more  years. 
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Four  daily  deliveries: 
Is  it  right  today? 


The  lightness  of  duplication  of  pharma- 
ceutical wholesaling  deliveries  in  a  time  of 
petrol  shortage  was  questioned  by  Mr 
A.  R.  Ritchie,  a  director  of  Macarthy's 
Pharmaceuticals  Ltd  when  he  addressed 
Ihe  Royal  Society  of  Health's  pharma- 
ceutical group  luncheon  club  on  Tuesday 
on  "Some  Aspects  of  Pharmaceutical 
Wholesaling". 

Mr  Ritchie  said  he  had  recently  noticed 
that  a  new  depot  had  been  opened  in  the 
North-west  whose  prime  "selling  point" 
was  that  it  offered  four  daily  deliveries  to 
customers.  "This  is  private  enterprise  in 
operation,  but  since  it  is  merely  duplica- 
ting existing  services  it  does,  perhaps, 
make  one  raise  the  eyebrow  (as  Bertie 
Wooster  would  put  it)  at  a  time  of  fuel 
difficulties"  he  said,  and  "it  is  an  ironic 
point  that,  in  the  event  of  rationing  of 
petrol,  our  business  is  a  'priority  user'. 
This  position  is  not  confined  to  our  busi- 
ness, if  one  comes  to  think  of  it  —  food 
is  in  exactly  the  same  priority  category 
and  we  are  thereby  underwriting  the  con- 
tinued proliferation  of  supermarkets  and 
grocery  chains,  all  selling  exactly  the  same 
goods  next  door  to  each  other  in  every 
high  street. 

"Can,  or  should  this  situation  continue?" 
he  asked  and  "will  our  national  econo- 
mics permit  it  to  do  so?" 

"If  one  comes  to  think  about  this,  it 
raises  some  pretty  deep  thoughts  about 
our  whole  concept  of  private  enterprise, 
which  is  basically  geared  to  growth, 
growth,  growth  —  new  products,  more  out- 
put, more  services,  more  of  everything  for 
everyone.  This  objective  of  growth  auto- 
matically assumes  the  existence  of  con- 
tinually increasing  supplies  of  raw 
materials  and  power  to  process  them  — 
and  we  have  been  painfully  brought  up 
against  the  fact  that  our  power  is  not  only 
going  to  become  vastly  more  expensive 
but  that,  for  many  purposes,  it  may  be 
almost  exhausted  within  our  own  life- 
times." 

Professor  A.  Cook,  chairman  of  the 
RSH,  mentioned  that  the  next  luncheon 
club  speaker  would  be  Mr  A.  G.  Trotman 
(NPU  Marketing)  who  would  speak  on  the 
VTO  aspect.

American  Women's  Open  Championship 
last  week,  Mr  D.  R.  Foster,  president  of 
Colgate-Palmolive,  said  that  it  would  be 
the  first  women's  open  invitational  golf 


tournament  to  be  held  in  the  UK.  Prize 
money  will  total  £22,700  with  £4,000  for 
the  winner,  and  the  first  40  professionals 
will  receive  at  least  £200.  Some  30  of  the 
top  US  ladies'  golfers  will  be  participating 
and  the  championship  will  be  televised  by 
the  BBC. 

'Inelegant'  mixture: 
Chemist  fined 

A  Lancashire  chemist  has  had  £50  with- 
held from  his  remuneration  following 
the  dispensing  of  an  "inelegant"  prepar- 
ation. 

Reported  in  the  current  edition  of  The 
Executive  Council  the  case  involved  a 
chemist  presented  with  a  prescription  cal- 
ling for  62-5  mg  of  Penbritin  in  5  ml.  As 
he  only  had  one  bottle  of  Penbritin  sus- 
pension in  stock  —  for  250  mg  — he 
realised  that  he  would  have  to  perform 
three  weighings,  or  make  up  the  whole 
to  200  mis  of  suspension  125  mgm  and 
throw  150  mis  away.  As  he  was  "fairly 
busy"  at  the  time  he  decided  to  use  cap- 
sules and  "powdered  the  contents  in  water" 
to  make  the  suspension'  using  compound 
tragacanth  powder.  When  the  mixture  was 
complete  he  was  "personally  satisfied"  and 
"quite  happy"  that  when  it  was  shaken 
and  5  ml  poured  into  a  spoon  the  patient 
would  have  received  62-5  mg  Penbritin. 
He  felt  that  the  mixture  was  "not  an 
elegant  preparation"  but  "was  satisfac- 
tory". 

However  the  father  of  the  ten-week-old 
patient  complained  that  the  prescription 
had  been  inadequately  dispensed.  His 
wife  had  shaken  the  bottle  and  tried  to 
give  the  baby  a  dose,  but  the  child  spat 
out  "little  bits  of  white  solid  matter".  He 
shook  the  medicine  vigourously  but  was

unable  to  make  the  solid  matter  disperse 
His  brother-in-law  —  a  pharmacist  —  ex- 
amined the  medicine  and  told  the  com- 
plainant that  the  matter  should  have  been 
in  suspension  and  was  not.  He  considered 
that  the  medicine  as  dispensed  would  not 
give  the  required  dose. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Services  Com- 
mittee decided  that  the  mixture  supplied 
may  have  had  the  same  content  but  was 
not  as  prescribed  so  the  chemist  was  in 
breach  of  his  terms  of  service.  The  Com- 
mittee's recommendation  that  the  chemist 
be  warned  against  any  similar  breach  of 
service  terms  in  future  was  adopted  by 
the  Executive  Council.  The  Secretary  of 
State,  however,  considered  the  case  serious 
enough  to  warrant  a  withholding  of  £50 
from  the  remuneration. 
□  A  Scottish  local  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee recently  advised  against  a  pharm- 
acist's application  for  permission  to  close 
his  premises  on  a  Saturday  as  they  felt 
that  such  a  closure  would  precipitate  un- 
rest among  other  contractors  and  "create 
a  precedent"  which  would  provoke  staff 
difficulties  in  other  pharmacies.  The  Exec- 
utive Council  agreed  that  the  application 
be  refused  unless  the  local  Medical  Com- 
mittee took  a  different  view.

Go-ahead  for  sale  of  No  17 

Approval  for  the  sale  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society's  Bloomsbury  properties  was 
given  at  a  special  general  meeting  of  mem- 
bers on  December  5.  About  30  members 
were  present,  but  no  financial  details  were 
disclosed.  The  sale  is  necessary  because 
of  plans  for  the  National  Library — the 
Society's  headquarters  will  move  to  Lam- 
beth. 
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Twelve  dispensing  errors  led  to 
pharmacist  being  'struck  off 


A  Birmingham  pharmacist  was  ordered 
to  be  struck  off  the  Register  after  being 
found  guilty  of  misconduct  at  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society's  Statutory  Committee 
meeting  this  week. 

Mr  Marcus  Vivian  Wallis,  Albert  Road. 
Handsworth,  Birmingham,  was  alleged  to 
have  made  twelve  dispensing  errors  during 
the  three  weeks  he  worked  as  a  locum  for 
Staffordshire  chemist  Mr  M.  Livingstone, 
at  pharmacies  in  Wolverhampton  and 
Wednesbury. 

Ordering  Mr  Wallis's  name  to  be  re- 
moved the  Committee's  chairman,  Sir 
Gordon  Willmer,  said:  "One  can  hardly 
imagine  anybody  who  could  be  more 
dangerous  to  the  public  than  a  pharmacist 
who  is  liable  to  make  errors  in  dispensing 
what  may  be  dangerous  drugs."  Nobody 
had  been  injured  as  a  consequence  of  Mr 
Wallis's  carelessness,  but  if  he  was  given 
an  opportunity  of  repeating  his  careless 
conduct  a  member  of  the  public  might 
suffer  serious  damage,  or  possibly  even 
death. 

Sir  Gordon  said  that  less  than  two  years 
ago  Mr  Wallis  appeared  before  the  Com- 
mittee on  a  similar  charge  and  was  "ac- 
quitted". On  that  occasion  there  were  a 
number  of  items  which  the  Committee 
thought  amounted  to  carelessness,  but  not 
misconduct. 

Those  events,  said  Sir  Gordon,  had  ac- 
quired a  rather  new  significance  in  the 
light  of  the  present  case. 

Mr  Graham  Pickup,  the  Society's  in- 
spector said  when  he  interviewed  Mr 
Wallis,  he  admitted  three  of  the  errors 
but  said  he  could  not  recall  the  others. 
Mr  Livingstone  told  the  Committee  that  he 
could  not  understand  a  pharmacist  who 
had  been  on  the  register  20  years  com- 
mitting so  many  errors.  He  dismissed  Mr 
Wallis  after  three  weeks  because  he  was 
concerned  for  public  safety.  All  the  errors 
were  rectified  before  the  medicines  left  the 
pharmacy,  except  one  which  was  labelled 


"ear  drops"  instead  of  "nose  drops".  The 
patient  returned  the  next  day  to  query  it. 

Mr  Wallis  told  the  Committee  that  he 
started  his  three  weeks  employment  with 
Mr  Livingstone  on  February  5  this  year. 
He  did  not  "get  on"  with  Mr  Livingstone 
because  there  was  a  clash  of  personalities. 
He  had  since  worked  for  other  pharma- 
cists and  there  had  been  no  complaint 
about  his  dispensing. 

A  company  and  the  managing  director 
and  superintendent  pharmacist  were  rep- 
rimanded for  allowing  an  "unethical" 
article  to  appear  in  an  evening  newspaper. 

The  Committee  decided  a  page  of  ad- 
vertisements supported  by  an  editorial 
article  commemorating  the  50th  anniver- 
sary of  Brown's  Chemists  (Stoke  on  Trent) 
Ltd  and  the  announcement  of  a  change 
of  name  to  Sants,  which  appeared  in  the 
Evening  Sentinel  on  June  19,  went  beyond 
what  was  normally  regarded  as  permissible 
within  the  ethical  code  of  practice.  Before 
the  Committee  were  the  company  and  Mr 
Gerald  Brooks,  551  Etruria  Road,  Basford. 

Biography 

Mr  Peter  St  John  Howe,  solicitor,  said 
the  article  contained  a  biography  of  Mr 
Brooks'  career  and  emphasised  that  all  the 
staff  in  his  company's  chemists  shops  had 
to  be  trained  to  a  high  standard.  "Whether 
this  can  be  a  suggestion  that  this  is  not 
done  at  other  chemist  shops  in  the  area, 
is  a  matter  for  the  Committee  to  decide." 

Mr  Michael  Pratt,  for  the  company  and 
Mr  Brooks,  said  that  whatever  one's  first 
impression  was  as  an  outsider  to  the 
article,  when  one  looked  at  it  one  was 
bound  to  see  that  it  contained  things 
which  were  regrettable,  and  Mr  Brooks 
conceded  that.  When  he  saw  the  article 
printed  he  was  somewhat  taken  aback  to 
find  how  many  times  the  words  "chemists" 
and  "pharmaceutical"  appeared  in  it. 

Since  he  joined  the  company  two  years 
ago  its  retail  business  had  expanded  con-

siderably  and  had  diversified.  Mr  Brooks 
found  himself  in  the  commercial  field  and 
he  was  hoping  to  make  the  name  Sants  a 
household  name  in  North  Staffordshire. 
When  he  told  a  reporter  that  the  firm  was 
hoping  to  offer  a  better  service  he  was' 
referring  to  the  commercial,  retail  and 
wholesale  side  of  the  business  and  not  to 
the  professional  activities.  Unfortunately 
the  two  things  "got  muddled  up"  in  the 
article. 

Recalling  a  judgment  on  a  similar  case 
in  1968,  Sir  Gordon  said  that  if  a  chemist 
who  was  to  advertise  in  a  newspaper  of 
that  kind,  knew  or  suspected  there  would 
be  an  article  of  a  laudable  nature  it  was 
his  duty  to  demand  to  have  an  oppor- 
tunity of  seeing  that  article  before  it  was 
published. 

"If  the  newspaper  objects  then  surely  it 
is  up  to  the  advertiser  to  say  that  there 
will  be  no  advertisements."  Sir  Gordon 
added. 

TSA  sale 

Two  pharmacists  who  accepted  respon- 
sibility for  allowing  a  therapeutic  sub- 
stance to  be  sold  without  a  prescription  at 
High  Street,  Sedgeley,  in  October  1972, 
were  reprimanded.  They  were  the  pro- 
prietor and  superintendent  pharmacist  of 
the  shop,  Mr  Edward  Basil  Doyle,  of 
Wightwick  Hall  Road,  Compton,  Wolver- 
hampton; and  Mr  Keith  Graham  Round, 
79  Court  Crescent,  Kingwinsford,  Dudley. 

Mr  Doyle  first  appeared  before  the  Com- 
mittee in  September  to  explain  his  convic- 
tion at  Dudley  magistrates  court  for  un- 
lawfully selling  Betnovate  cream.  The 
Committee  had  decided  to  adjourn  the 
case  to  make  Mr  Round  a  party  to  the 
hearing  after  being  told  that  the  sale  was 
made  while  he  was  the  pharmacist  in  per- 
sonal control  of  the  shop. 

Mr  St  John  Howe,  said  that  the  cream 
was  sold  to  a  Society's  inspector  by  an 
unqualified  shop  assistant.  Mr  Round  told 
the  Committee  that  he  was  in  the  dispen- 
sary with  his  back  to  the  shop  when  the 
inspector  asked  for  the  cream  and  was 
completely  unaware  that  the  sale  had 
taken  place. 

Mr  Colin  Smith,  for  Mr  Doyle,  who  was 
not  present  at  the  hearing,  said  that  al- 
though there  was  a  conviction  against  the 
superintendent  pharmacist,  in  view  of  the 
evidence  given  by  Mr  Round,  he  won- 
dered if  the  Committee  would  take  the 
unusual  step  of  exonerating  his  client. 

The  chairman  said  that  the  unlawful  sale 
was  the  result  of  the  failure  by  the  chem- 
ists to  instruct  their  unqualified  staff  pre- 
cisely as  to  what  they  could  or  could  not 
lawfully  sell.  "It  seems  to  us  that  both 
these  pharmacists  must  accept  respon- 
sibility for  what  occurred".  Sir  Gordon 
added. 

A  Wigan  chemist  whose  shop  was  de- 
scribed earlier  this  year  as  a  "public  haz- 
ard", promised  the  Committee  to  maintain 
the  "dramatic  improvement"  he  had  made 
in  cleaning  it  up.  When  he  last  appeared 
before  the  committee  in  September,  the 
Society  inspectors  alleged  that  his  phar- 
macy was  dirty,  rubbish  was  scattered 
about  and  stock  was  in  disorder  and  out 
of  date.  He  was  told  that  no  further  action 
would  be  taken  against  him  after  an  in- 
spector had  reported  on  the  improvements 
made  to  his  shop. 
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Topical  reflections 
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Anxiety  states 

I  have  commented  on  "shortages"  of  one  kind  and  another  in  recent  weeks, 
all  adding  to  the  task  of  keeping  a  pharmaceutical  service  in  being.  The 
current  problem  is  that  of  obtaining  supplies  of  Valium  and  Librium,  two 
preparations  which  never  seem  to  be  long  out  of  the  headlines.  In  my 
particular  area — and  in  others,  if  one  may  judge  from  the  statement  from 
the  Department  of  Health  permitting  the  dispensing  of  other  brands — the 
products  have  completely  vanished.  As  yet,  the  manufacturers  have  not 
thought  fit  to  advise  me  of  any  difficulties  they  may  have  experienced,  and 
I  have  been  left  to  wonder,  or  to  try  to  ascertain,  why  the  drugs  are  not 
coming  forward.  Thinking  it  possible  that  the  pharmaceutical  link  in  the 
chain  of  getting  the  drug  to  the  patient  was  not  considered  of  paramount 
importance,  I  have  made  inquiry  of  numerous  doctors,  only  to  find  that  they 
have  had  no  intimation  of  any  "slight  problem"  which  has  arisen,  or  any 
suggestion  that  while  the  problem  remains  they  should  cease  to  prescribe 
the  products.  I  should  have  imagined  that  a  firm  which,  from  time  to  time, 
literally  bombards  the  professions  with  glossy  literature  would  not  have 
found  it  beyond  its  resources  to  send  a  circular  letter  containing  the 
necessary  information,  if  only  as  a  matter  of  courtesy.  As  it  is,  I  am  left  to 
learn  in  a  roundabout  way  that  the  supply  situation  has  been  aggravated 
by  the  fact  that  the  company  was  moving  to  a  new  building ;  that  the 
move  has  affected  the  packaging  of  the  products,  and  that  there  was  no 
truth  in  the  suggestion  that  the  shortage  has  anything  to  do  with  the  firm's 
dispute  with  the  Government.  Whatever  the  company's  problems  there 
seems  to  be  no  possible  excuse  for  the  complete  failure  of  direct 
communication.  It  may  be  that  the  firm  is  engaged  in  research  designed  to 
produce  replacements  for  the  drugs  in  question.  We  do  not  know.  And  we 
are  left  with  a  wholly  unnecessary  waste  of  valuable  time  of  both 
doctor  and  patient.  When  may  we  expect  a  resumption  of  supplies?  Or 
will  there  be  a  resumption  ?  A  full  statement  by  the  firm  should  be  made 
at  once. 

Saturdays 

I  have  a  great  deal  of  sympathy  with  your  advertiser,  Mr  J.  Williams,  of 
High  Wycombe,  in  his  difficulty  of  obtaining  supplies  of  prescription 
medicines  on  a  Saturday.  And  I  am  not  without  appreciation  of  the 
problems  of  the  wholesale  supplier  on  that  day.  The  banks  have  found 
the  same  difficulties  and  give  no  service  at  all.  It  makes  no  difference  at  all 
to  the  dilemma  of  Mr  Willia  ms  that  the  very  people  who  make  demands 
upon  him  are,  for  the  most  part,  unaccustomed  to  working  on  Saturdays. 
I  have  little  doubt  that  Mr  Williams  is,  like  most  of  us,  aware  of  the 
perversity  of  fate  which  seems  to  throw  up  on  Saturday  mornings  the  most 
bizarre  collection  of  unusual  products  which,  even  during  normal 
conditions,  could  not  be  met  by  any  one  wholesale  house.  It  is,  therefore, 
extremely  unlikely  that  the  firm  he  seeks  to  attract  could  satisfy  his 
demands.  It  is  true,  as  you  say  in  your  editorial  comment,  that  pharmacy 
should  be  able  to  deliver  "the  right  medicine  at  the  right  time",  but  there 
are  today  so  many  right  medicines.  The  doctor  frequently  demands  the 
impossible  about  mid-day  on  Saturdays  and  then  seems  to  evanesce.

their  sales  of  Polaroid  300  series  folding 
pack  cameras  to  local  business  organisa- 
tions. In  addition  to  receiving  advertising 
and  display  material  plus  allowances  for 
advertising  costs  and  fre«  film  bonuses  for 
each  camera  sold,  dealers  will  have  the 
additional  benefit  of  the  large  advertise- 
ments that  Polaroid  plan  to  run  in  the 
Sunday  Times  and  Daily  Telegraph  sup- 
plements plus  selected  business  magazines 
from  January  to  April.

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Finding  the  statistics 


Nielsen  has  become  synonomous  with  mar- 
keting research  and  such  expressions  as 
'brand  share".  C&D  discussed  with  Ian 
Macdonald  MPS,  director,  A.  C.  Nielsen 
Co  Ltd,  how  the  company  began: 
"Nielsen  was  established  in  London  in  1939 
and  conducted  its  own  census  of  pharma- 
cies and  grocers  as  a  basis  for  sampling 
and  projection.  The  following  year  Nielsen 
clients  received  their  first  Drug  Index  re- 
ports and  the  company  moved  to  Oxford 
where  it  has  been  based  ever  since." 

"In  the  immediate  post-war  period  Niel- 
sen employed  less  than  100  people.  Today 
the  number  is  over  1,000.  Nielsen  has  be- 
come the  largest  marketing  research 
organisation  in  Europe  with  companies  in 
Austria,  Belgium,  France,  Italy,  Luxem- 
bourg, Netherlands,  Ireland,  Portugal, 
Spain,  Sweden,  Switzerland  and  West 
Germany." 

"Immediately  after  the  war,  the  Drug 
Index  had  40  contracts.  This  number  has 
increased  to  105.  More  and  more  manu- 
facturers appreciate  the  value  of  audit  data 
and  the  importance  of  the  pharmacist  in 
selling  otc  lines." 

"Regular  audit  data  provide  a  manu- 
facturer with  a  detailed  and  precise  break- 
down of  his  marketing  situation :  how 
much  the  consumer  is  buying,  in  which 
outlets,  in  which  regions  and  at  what  price. 
The  information,  which  covers  his  own 
and  competing  products,  gives  the  detailed 
background  he  needs  when  planning  future 
strategy  and  product  developments." 

"Apart  from  outlets  within  the  Boots 
organisation,  the  Drug  Index  sample  is 
representative  of  all  shop  types  and 
regions.  Each  sample  is  drawn  up  and  con- 
tinuously monitored  by  a  statistical  de- 
partment of  30  people  who  calculate  how 
many  shops  of  each  type  need  to  be  audi- 
ted and  where  they  are.  These  sample 
shops  provide  the  basic  figures  which  the 
computer  expands  to  provide  a  national 
picture  of  how  products  sell  in  all  shops." 

"Nielsen  research  is  made  more  accurate 
by  disproportionate  sampling  which  means 
that  the  sample  is  statistically  weighted  in 
favour  of  large  outlets." 

Retail  audits 

Mr  Macdonald  went  on  to  explain  how 
a  retail  audit  differs  from  consumer  re- 
search in  the  results  it  produces: 
"Some  types  of  consumer  research  can 
provide  estimates  of  purchases  by  the  con- 
sumer but  they  cannot  provide  any  indica- 
tion of  retailer  purchases  or  stock  levels. 
And  our  experience  in  all  the  markets  in 
which  we  operate  shows  it  is  dangerous 
to  assume  that  movement  into  the  shop  is 
equal  to  movement  out  of  the  shop." 

"There  can  be  sharp  differences  in  re- 
tail stock  levels  at  different  times  of  the 
year  and  this  is  vital  marketing  informa- 
tion for  any  company.  All  our  clients  are 


anxious  to  know  how  their  stock  levels 
compare  with  their  competitors'  and  how 
many  of  their  accounts  are  out-of-stock  at 
a  given  time." 

Mr  Macdonald  said  Nielsen  services 
have  developed  to  keep  in  line  with  the 
marketing  needs  of  the  manufacturers: 
"We  have  contributed  to  the  advance  of 
marketing  knowledge  in  this  country  over 
the  last  30  years  by  making  manufacturers 
more  conscious  of  the  value  of  audit  data 
and  by  working  closely  with  them  to 
capitalise  on  their  research  information. 
We  have  also  introduced  a  number  of  new 
services  covering  cash  and  carry,  liquor, 
controlled  store  testing  and,  at  Nielsen 
Clearing  House,  coupon  clearing.  There 
has  been  a  continuing  process  of  product 
improvement  and  a  move  towards  pro- 
viding manufacturers  with  more  detail  in 
research  analyses." 

Advantage  to  retailer 

"Each  bi-monthly  audit  produces  sales  re- 
turns for  a  broad  range  of  commodities. 
Without  identifying  individual  shops,  we 
are  able  to  tell  a  retailer  how  his  business 
performance  compares  with  that  of  his 
competitors.  For  larger  retail  groups  we 
provide  regular  review  presentations.  All 
sample  shops  receive  a  broad  analysis  of 
trends  when  each  bi-monthly  audit  has 
been  published." 

"Pharmacists'  dependence  on  NHS  busi- 
ness has  increased  over  recent  years.  Tak- 
ing 1962  as  a  base  year  with  an  index  of 
100,  total  turnover  had  increased  to  231 
by  1973.  Counter  turnover  had  risen  to 
only  182,  but  NHS  turnover  was  332.  The 
absolute  volume  of  NHS  business  is  likely 
to  increase  each  year  but  not,  in  the  fore- 
seeable future,  to  the  level  where  it  can 
support  existing  pharmacies  without  otc 
sales.  The  problem  facing  pharmacists  is 
how  to  increase  their  otc  trade  to  make 
themselves  less  dependent  on  this  NHS 
business." 

"To  a  large  extent  the  future  for  the 
independent  chemist  lies  in  the  hands  of 
each  individual  proprietor.  It  is,  unfor- 
tunately, likely  that  more  retail  pharma- 
cies may  close  down  particularly  where 
little  attempt  is  made  to  employ  modern 
business  methods.  Efforts  are  being  made 
to  renew  the  interest  of  independent 
chemists  in  joining  voluntary  trading 
organisations.  Reactions  differ  to  the  pro- 
posals but  every  independent  chemist 
should  examine  this  particular  avenue 
carefully  and  not  reject  it  out  of  hand." 

"Towards  the  end  of  1972  we  examined 
the  characteristics  of  20  independent 
chemists  who  had  shown  particularly  fast 
growth  in  their  otc  business.  The  majority 
of  these  high  fliers  occupied  good  sites  and 
offered  their  customers  self-selection  for 
non-ethical  merchandise." 

"There  was  evidence  that  these  success-

ful  independents  had  taken  trouble  over 
the  modernisation  of  their  premises.  Many 
frequently  offered  their  customers  special 
promotions  on  cosmetics,  toiletries  and 
photographic  goods." 

"Sales  of  toiletries  outside  pharmacies 
are  likely  to  increase  but  pharmacies  will 
not  necessarily  lose  their  share  of  total 
sales.  There  are  signs  that  pharmacies  are 
regaining  their  share  of  some  items.  We 
believe  that  the  store  traffic  created  by 
NHS  business,  together  with  the  fact  that 
pharmacies,  unlike  supermarkets,  carry  a 
wide  range  of  sizes  of  most  items,  creates 
opportunities  for  pharmacists  to  expand 
their  toiletry  sales." 

When  asked  to  predict  the  state  of  the 
market,  in,  say,  five  years  time,  Mr  Mac- 
donald said: 

"Nielsen  aim  to  provide  accurate  measure- 
ments of  what  has  happened  in  the  re- 
cent past.  From  time  to  time  we  have  been 
persuaded  to  make  forecasts,  but  this  is 
not  one  of  these  times!" 

"There  are  two  elements  to  forecasting. 
The  first  is  to  assemble  all  the  relevant  in- 
formation which  now  exists.  The  second  is 
to  make  projections  based  on  the  existing 
information,  taking  into  account  all  the 
ingredients  of  the  market  place  likely  to 
change.  The  lirst  of  these  requirements  we 
can  fulfil.  As  for  the  second  —  well,  how 
many  of  us  could  put  a  hand  on  our  heart 
and  say  that  a  year  ago  we  thought  petrol 
rationing  was  not  far  away?" 

"One  sure  thing  is  that  those  who  make 
predictions  would  be  well  advised  to  use 
Nielsen  and  other  data  to  amend  or  adjust 
their  forecasts  as  frequently  as  possible." 

Price  Commission 
rejections 

An  application  for  11-10  per  cent  increases 
in  toothbrush  prices  from  Wilkinson 
Sword  Ltd  and  proposed  toilet  roll  and 
interleaved  pack  price  rises  by  British 
Tissues  Ltd  have  been  rejected  by  the 
Price  Commission. 

Although  no  longer  "approving"  appli- 
cations, the  Commission  can  still  reject  un- 
justified increases  and  modify  excessive 
ones.  Recent  modified  applications  include 
those  for  aromatic  products  and  sodium 
carboxy-methyl  cellulose  and  methyl  ethyl 
cellulose  (Imperial  Chemical  Industries 
Ltd);  disposable  tissue  (Bowater  Scott 
Corporation  Ltd);  and  fees  to  doctors 
other  than  those  payable  from  public 
funds  (British  Medical  Association).  An 
application  for  an  increase  of  566  per 
cent  in  the  cost  of  glass  containers  by 
United  Glass  Containers  Ltd  was  with- 
drawn. 

Allergy  congress 

"Allergy  '74"  is  the  title  of  a  congress  to 
be  held  at  Imperial  College,  London,  Sep- 
tember 9-13  1974. 

Organised  by  the  British  Society  for 
Allergy  and  Clinical  Immunology,  it  will  be 
the  9th  European  Congress  of  Allergology 
and  Clinical  Immunology.  The  scientific 
programme  will  be  accompanied  by  an 
exhibition  of  laboratory  equipment  and 
pharmaceutical  products.  Companies  wish- 
ing to  take  part  should  contact  Mr  H.  R.

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There  are  many  pharmacies  with  a  long  history,  but  for  only  some  can  the  records  of 
ownership  be  traced  back  150  years.  In  this  article,  Mr  D.  Cawdell  MPS,  managing 
director,  records  the  development  of  Huggins  &  Gee,  a  Lincolnshire  business  he 
joined  in  1949. 


Wainfleet  is  small  as  towns  go,  situated  on 
the  Haven  river  in  East  Lincolnshire  only 
a  few  miles  from  the  Wash,  but  it  is  steep- 
ed in  history.  The  site  of  no  3  High  Street, 
on  which  the  existing  business  stands,  was 
originally  used  as  a  granary,  bakehouse 
and  shop  and  this  can  be  traced  back  to 
1704.  But  it  is  only  from  1822  that  the 
ownership  of  the  business  has  been  re- 
corded with  any  certainty,  when  it  was 
bought  by  John  Faunt,  miller,  of  Wain- 
fleet,  who  carried  out  milling  and  baking 
until  1851. 

The  property  was  then  sold  to  William 
Henry  Huggins,  chemist  and  druggist,  a 
native  of  Boston,  who  had  commenced 
business  in  1823  in  property,  now  a 
grocer's  shop,  situated  in  another  part  of 
the  High  Street.  (Incidentally  until  he  took 
up  residence  he  rode  to  and  from  Boston 
on  horseback.) 

William  Henry  Huggins  had  three  sons 
and  three  daughters,  and  the  sons  all 
qualified  as  chemists.  A  successful  busi- 
ness was  built  up  over  the  years,  specialis- 
ing in  animal  medicines  and  other  facets 
of  a  country  business.  The  three  sons, 
W.  H.  Huggins,  R.  B.  Huggins  and  Edward 
Huggins,  having  qualified,  moved  to  other 
parts.  W.  H.  Huggins,  who  established  a 
business  in  Sauchiehall  Street,  Glasgow, 
was  also  an  accomplished  organist,  who 
could  be  heard  each  Sunday  at  the  nearby 
Methodist  Chapel  and  also  during  the 
week  when  there  were  no  customers  to  be 
served,  he  would  play  his  harmonium  at 
the  rear  of  the  shop. 

In  1872  W.  H.  Huggins  (senior)  retired 
and  went  to  live  in  the  Isle  of  Wight.  For 
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reasons  not  known  (but  possibly  financial), 
none  of  his  three  sons  would  take  on  the 
business  which  was  sold  to  Mr  John 
Ward,  described  (in  the  deeds)  as  a  veteri- 
nary surgeon,  chemist  and  druggist,  from 
Camden  Town,  London.  For  six  years  the 
business  continued  under  Mr  Ward's  con- 
trol until  it  was  sold  to  Mr  George  Mor- 
ley,  chemist  and  druggist,  in  1878. 

For  reasons  we  can  only  guess  at,  the 
business  began  to  decline  and  during  this 
period  Edward  Huggins  returned  to  Wain- 
fleet  and  set  up  business  in  the  Market 
Place  He  possessed  his  father's  business 
acumen  and  the  venture  grew  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  old  business.  In  1877  Edward 
became  seriously  ill  and  died  in  a  com- 
paratively short  space  of  time.  R.  B.  Hug- 
gins. who  had  returned  to  help  his  ailing 
brother,  took  over  the  business,  which  be- 
gan to  forge  ahead  —  so  much  that  he 
bought  Mr  Morley  out  and  returned  once 
again  to  no  3  High  Street. 

Lemonade  crystals 

R.  B.  Huggins  was  a  man  skilled  in  his 
profession,  farsighted  and  of  great  in- 
tegrity. He  advocated  and  fought  for  piped 
mains  water,  proper  sewage  disposal  —  no 
mean  feat  in  those  days  —  and  served  well 
the  community  whom  he  represented.  He 
formulated  lemonade  crystals,  produced  a 
high  quality  baking  powder  (still  made  in 
small  quantity),  formulated  his  well  known 
(and  now  made  in  large  quantity)  glycerin 
and  elderflower  hand  cream  and  glycerin 
confection,  numerous  household  products. 
Some  —  Hastings  drinks,  cough  linctuses, 
electuaries,  colic  drinks,  felon  drinks,  are 
still  made  occasionally. 

The  lemonade  crystals  bearing  the  "Big 
Tom"  trademark,  baking  powder  and 
other  household  products  were  sold 
throughout  Lincolnshire  by  Messrs  C.  G. 
Smith  &  Son  of  Louth,  a  firm  of  whole- 
salers who  ceased  trading  a  few  years  ago. 
(Big  Tom  was  named  after  a  bell  in  Lin- 
coln Cathedral).  Sheep  dips  and  disinfec- 
tants were  made  and  he  arranged  the  dip- 
ping. Soda  water  was  made  on  the  pre- 
mises and  some  R.  B.  H.  syphons  are  still 
in  existence.  R.  B.  H.  was  noted  as  an  oil, 
paint  and  colour  merchant,  mixing  and 
preparing  his  own  paints.  One  of  his  "side- 
lines" was  the  extraction  of  aching  teeth, 
and  the  writer  of  this  article  has  met 
people  who  could  point  to  the  approxi- 
mate site  of  the  chair  used  for  the 
sufferer. 

R.  B.  Huggins  married  a  Miss  Gertrude 
Green  of  Blandford,  Dorset,  who  came  to 
live  at  nearby  Thorpe  House.  There  was 
one  son  and  three  daughters  by  this  mar- 
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riage.  The  son,  R.  H.  Huggins,  qualified, 
and  on  occasions  did  locums  for  me  in 
1954-55.  He  died  in  1967  after  a  successful 
career  as  a  pharmacist.  Miss  G.  D.  Hug- 
gins was  for  a  time  a  dispenser  for  a  firm 
of  doctors  in  Maltby,  Yorks.  In  1909, 
R.  B.  Huggins  died  and  Miss  G.  D.  Hug- 
gins returned  to  assist  her  mother,  the 
business  being  carried  on  under  the  title 
"The  Exors  of  the  late  R.  B.  Huggins".  A 
former  R.  B.  Huggins  apprentice,  Mr 
G.  L.  Gee,  who  had  qualified  and  spent 
several  years  with  Allen  &  Hanbury  Ltd, 
came  back  as  manager  and  within  a  year 
or  two  married  Miss  G.  D.  Huggins.  The 
marriage  was  marred  by  Mr  Gee's  illness 
which  terminated  in  his  death  in  1920. 

The  business  carried  on  under  manage- 
ment and  in  1929,  after  the  death  of  Mrs 
Huggins,  was  turned  into  a  limited  com- 
pany with  Mrs  G.  D.  Gee  as  managing 
director.  In  1949  the  writer  answered  an 
advertisement  for  a  superintendent  phar- 
macist and  took  up  the  position  in 
December  of  that  year. 

I  found  it  a  real  challenge,  my  first  ex- 
perience of  rural  pharmacy,  where  the  pig 
and  poultry  population  greatly  exceeded 
the  number  of  inhabitants.  I  wrote  to 
specialist  firms  for  leaflets  and  booklets  on 
all  aspects  of  veterinary  treatments  and 
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The  pharmacy  before  and  after  modernisation 


horticultural  problems,  products,  dairy 
hygiene  etc.  I  then  did  my  homework  and 
over  the  years  have  never  regretted  so  do- 
ing. I  found  Mrs  Gee  a  kind  thoughtful 
person  to  work  with  —  she  was  in  the 
shop  every  day  from  8.30  am  until  7.00 
pm  and  was  greatly  respected  by  the  com- 
munity. In  1952  she  entered  hospital  for  a 
major  operation  and  as  a  result  retired 
early  in  1953,  enjoying  a  happy  and  well 
deserved  retirement. 

My  wife  and  I  acquired  the  shares  of 
the  company  and  property,  retaining  the 
existing  name,  and  proceeded  little  by  little 
to  modernise.  Rubber  flooring  and  coun- 
ter units  to  replace  the  old  14ft  counter 
were  followed  by  the  scrapping  of  the  old 
yellow  flame  oil  heaters  and  the  installa- 
tion of  oil-fired  central  heating.  The  old 


dining  room  at  the  rear  was  brought  into 
the  shop  floor  space  by  knocking  out  the 
dividing  wall,  and  the  dispensary  (so  very 
small)  was  resited  in  the  old  kitchen.  This 
year  the  dispensary  is  being  moved  to 
an  even  larger  room  on  the  first  floor  to 
cope  with  growing  dispensing  needs. 

In  1968.  with  the  help  and  guidance 
from  Mr  Long  of  the  National  Pharma- 
ceutical Union's  shop  planning  depart- 
ment, an  extensive  modernisation  was  un- 
dertaken by  Olney  Bros. 

The  business  has  greatly  diversified  over 
the  years;  we  serve  an  area  of  50  square 
miles  and  cater  for  many  needs  and  re- 
quirements, farm,  veterinary,  horticultural 
products,  toilet  and  photographic  requi- 
sites, fancy  goods,  wood,  brass,  glass, 
plastic  and  porcelain  goods,  plus  a  wide 


range  of  health  foods  and  associated  pro- 
ducts introduced  in  1962.  I  have  the  mor- 
tar much  used  in  former  years  —  a  bronze 
one  of  some  90Ibs  weight  cast  in  1848.  It 
is  a  symbol  of  a  bygone  age,  of  two  out- 
standing men.  father  and  son,  William 
Henry  Huggins  and  Robert  Brown  Hug- 
gins.  Their  traditions  it  is  hoped  we  may 
be  able  to  continue. 

In  the  Northamptonshire  town  of 
Thrapston  from  which  I  came,  the  chemist 
of  my  boy-hood  days  was  the  late  Joseph 
Hind  Payne.  His  son,  Millington  Hind 
Payne  FPS  (now  deceased),  one  time  chief 
pharmacist  at  St  Mary's  Hospital,  Lon- 
don, writing  to  me  on  one  occasion  said 
"You  must  own  the  shop  where  'my  old 
man'  was  apprenticed  back  in  the  80's".  It 
is  indeed  a  small  world!

Saturday  deliveries 

As  a  wholesaler  still  giving  a  full  Saturday 
service  to  our  established  customers,  we 
question  your  comment  "Plea  for  Service" 
(last  week  p  789). 

For  many  years  now  we  have  given 
our  customers  a  twice  daily  delivery  on 
Saturday,  and  are  still  maintaining  this 
service  while  existing  conditions  such  as 
petrol  shortages  will  permit.  It  is  not  our 
intention  to  open  this  service  to  all  and 
sundry,  but  it  is  being  maintained  for  the 
benefit  of  our  established  customers. 

With  reference  to  your  last  paragraph 
asking  if  there  is  no  way  that  the  whole- 
saler can  adapt  to  the  needs  of  his  cust- 
omers, and  more  importantly  the  patients, 
which  they  serve?  May  I  inform  you  that 
some  eight  years  ago  we  suggested  that 
the  wholesalers  in  our  area  meet  to  discuss 
the  possibilities  of  a  Saturday  rota  system 
to  combat  the  problems  of  Saturday  staff 
and  the  five-day  week.  However,  not  one 
of  the  larger  wholesalers  would  even  con- 
sider the  proposed  meeting,  so  the  whole 
idea  had  to  be  abandoned. 

We  appreciate  that  much  of  the  Satur- 
day business  could  probably  be  placed 
during  the  week,  but  as  a  service  industry 
our  first  aim  should  be  to  provide  a  ser- 
vice when  it  is  required,  and  not  when 
the  wholesaler  thinks  it  should  be  given.

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Some  contributions  of 
pharmacists  to  analysis 

Pharmacists  have  made  important  contributions  to  analysis  from  the  earliest  times  and 
are  still  continuing  to  do  so.  Dr  T.  D.  Whittet,  Chief  Pharmacist,  Department  of  Health, 
winner  of  the  Harrison  Memorial  medal  1973,  felt  that  an  account  of  these  contributions 
would  be  the  most  suitable  tribute  to  Lt  Col  E.  F.  Harrison,  a  distinguished  pharmacist, 
chemist  and  analyst  who  invented  the  anti-gas  respirator  used  widely  in  the  first  world 
war.  An  abstract  of  Dr  Whittet's  lecture  is  published  below. 


Chemical  analysis  was  closely  involved  in 
many  of  the  earliest  discoveries  in 
chemistry  and  pharmacists  played  an  im- 
portant part.  Scheele  (1742-86),  who  did  all 
his  work  while  managing  or  owning  a 
pharmacy,  discovered  a  large  number  of 
organic  and  inorganic  acids  and  other  im- 
portant compounds  such  as  ammonia,  gly- 
cerine and  lactose. 

Pharmacists  were  responsible  for  the 
sole  discovery  of  at  least  ten  elements  and 
the  joint  discovery  of  several  more.  Scheele 
discovered  hydrogen,  nitrogen,  manganese 
and  oxygen  and  was  among  the  six 
chemists  who  did  most  to  identify  carbon 
as  an  element.  The  pharmacists  Pierre- 
Joseph  Macquer  (1718-84),  Hilaire  Marie 
Rouelle  (1718-79)  and  Cadet  showed  that 
diamonds  consist  solely  of  carbon. 

Halogens 

All  four  halogens  were  discovered  by 
pharmacists.  Scheele  discovered  chlorine. 
Iodine  was  isolated  by  Bernard  Courtois 
(1777-1838)  in  1811,  bromine  indepen- 
dently by  Tobias  Lowitz  (1830-90)  in  1825 
and  by  Antoine  Jerome  Balard  (1802-76) 
in  1826.  Many  pharmacists  contributed  to- 
wards the  early  work  on  fluorine  which 
was  eventually  isolated  by  the  pharmacist 
Ferinand-Frederick  Henri  Moissan.  He 
won  a  Nobel  Prize  for  his  work  and  be- 
came a  Fellow  of  the  Royal  Society. 

Martin  Heinrich  Klaproth  (1743-1817), 
discovered  uranium,  titanium,  zirconium, 
strontium  and  cerium.  He  found  fluorine 
in  bones  and  potassium  in  feldspar,  and 
was  the  first  to  separate  barium  and  stron- 
tium. Most  of  his  discoveries  were  made 
in  his  own  pharmacy. 

Magnesium,  cadmium,  lithium,  zinc  and 
aluminium  were  all  first  isolated  by  phar- 
macists. 

The  French  pharmacist  Nicolas  Lemery 
(1645-1715)  was  the  first  to  provide  quan- 
tative  results  in  his  work.  He  showed  that 
when  a  definite  amount  of  silver  was  dis- 
solved in  nitric  acid  and  treated  with 
hydrochloric  acid  a  definite  weight  of  pre- 
cipitate was  obtained. 

Quantitative  analysis  followed  the  dis- 
covery that  elements  combine  in  definite 
and  constant  proportions  which  was  first 
firmly  postulated  by  the  French  pharma- 
cist, Joseph  Louis  Proust  (1754-1826),  as 
the  Law  of  Definite  and  Constant  Pro- 
portions. 

Guillame  Francois  Rouelle  (1703-70) 
was  the  first  to  define  a  salt  as  the  union 
of  an  acid  with  a  base. 

The  concept  of  equivalent  weights  was 
introduced  by  the  French  pharmacist 
Charles  Gerhardt  (1815-56),  Professor  of 


Chemistry,  University  of  Montpellier. 

Two  pharmacists  helped  in  the  evolu- 
tion of  the  periodic  classification  of  the 
elements.  Etienne  Francois  Geoffroy  FRS 
(1672-1731),  published  a  Table  des  Rap- 
ports, in  which  he  was  the  first  to  state 
the  existence  of  chemical  affinity.  The 
grouping  of  the  elements  as  "triads"  by 
Johann  Wolfgang  Dobereiner  (1740-1849) 
was  another  important  step. 

Many  familiar  pieces  of  apparatus  in 
common  use  in  analysis  were  invented  by 
pharmacists.  Nicaise  le  Febure  (1610-74), 
a  French  pharmacist  who  became  Apothe- 
cary and  Professor  of  Chemistry  to 
Charles  II  of  the  UK  introduced  the  ther- 
mometer into  chemistry. 

Antoine  Baume  (1728-1804)  introduced 
the  hydrometer  and  improved  the  process 
of  distillation.  He  established  one  of  the 
early  laboratories  for  the  manufacture  of 
chemicals  and  galenicals  on  a  large  scale. 

The  Kipp  apparatus  for  the  generation  of 
gases  was  developed  by  the  Dutch  phar- 
macist, Petrus  Jacobus  Kipp  (1808-64), 
from  a  prototype  invented  by  the  English 
chemist,  F.  F.  Griffin. 

The  German  pharmacist  Carl  Friedrich 
Mohr  (1806-79)  invented  a  burette,  various 
types  of  pipette,  the  pinch  clamp,  the  auto- 
matic burette,  a  rapid  dialyser,  a  specific 
gravity  balance  and  bottle,  and  many 
other  devices  used  in  laboratories. 

John  Williams  (1824-89),  a  pharmacist 
who  founded  the  well-known  firm  of 
Hopkin  and  Williams,  specialised  in  the 
production  of  chemical  reagents.  He  was 
president  both  of  the  Society  and  of  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Conference. 

Analytical  methods 

Pharmacists  were  among  the  pioneers  of 
most  analytical  methods.  Claude  Joseph 
Geoffroy  FRS  (1573-1752),  described  a 
method  resembling  volumetric  analysis 
He  added  solid  potassium  carbonate  to 
vinegar  until  the  indicator  (effervescence) 
showed  the  end  of  the  reaction. 

Mohr  probably  did  most  to  establish 
volumetric  analysis.  He  published  more 
than  100  works  including  one  in  which  the 
Law  of  Conservation  of  Energy  was  put 
forward  for  the  first  time.  Pharmacists  also 
developed  the  use  of  indicators. 

The  real  pioneer  of  potentiometric  titra- 
tion was  the  German  pharmacist  Wilhelm 
Bottger  (1871-1947).  In  1897  he  published 
a  paper  on  the  potentriometric  titration  of 
acids  and  bases  using  the  hydrogen  elec- 
trode he  had  invented.  Probably  the  first 
person  to  discover  that  substances  could 
be  recognised  by  the  colours  they  give  to 
flames   was  the   Swiss  alchemist-apothe- 


cary Leonhard  Thurneyser  (1530-96). 
Ultraviolet  rays  were  discovered  in  the 
early  19th  century  by  Johann  Wilhelm 
Ritter  (1776-1810),  pharmacist  and  physi- 
cian, from  their  action  on  silver  chloride. 

Pharmacists  have  made  useful  contribu- 
tions to  plant  chemistry  and  human  bio- 
chemistry. Felix  Ambroisine  (1790-1843) 
was  the  first  to  discover  sugar  in  the  blood 
of  diabetics.  Many  other  biochemical  tests 
have  been  devised  by  pharmacists  and  fre- 
quently the  reagent  is  named  after  the  per- 
son concerned  for  example  Dragendorff's 
and  Mayer's  reagents  for  alkaloids,  and 
Fehling's  test  for  reducing  sugars. 

Scheele  was  the  first  to  carry  out  sys- 
tematic examination  of  the  constituents 
of  plants  so  becoming  the  founder  of 
plant  chemistry. 

An  essential  step  in  the  identification  of 
vegetable  drugs  was  the  listing  of  plants 
with  descriptions  and  drawings  of  their 
botanical  characteristics.  Two  of  the  most 
important  herbals  have  been  the  apothe- 
cary John  Parkinson's  "Theatrum  Botani- 
cum"  and  Gerard's  "Herbal".  Daniel 
Hanbury  (1825-75)  wrote,  with  the  Swiss 
pharmacist  Friedrich  August  Flukiger 
(1828-94),  "Pharmacographia",  an  impor- 
tant early  work  on  vegetable  drugs. 

Chromatography 

Friedrich  Runge  (1795-1867)  noticed  that 
certain  coloured  substances  when  spotted 
onto  a  filter  paper  spread  out  into  concen- 
tric rings.  So  chromatography  developed. 

Pharmacists  have  devised  methods  for 
standardising  biological  products  and  anti- 
biotics, pyrogen  testing  and  for  quality 
control  of  dressings  and  radiopharmaceu- 
tics.  Many  analytical  methods,  especially 
tests  for  alkaloids,  have  proved  useful  in 
forensic  science.  The  first  experimental 
demonstration  of  teratogenicity  in  animals 
was  made  by  a  pharmacist,  Dr  G.  F. 
Somers. 

Biopharmaceutics  and  pharmacokinetics 
are  gaining  importance  Both  subjects  are 
fundamental  to  the  effective  use  of  drugs 
and  are  particularly  suitable  research  fields 
for  today's  pharmacist. 

In  conclusion,  a  reference  to  Harrison's 
own  work.  Between  1892  and  1912  he  pub- 
lished 25  original  papers,  on  analytical 
methods,  plant  chemistry  and  methods  of 
determining  sugars.  He  analysed  what  were 
then  called  "patent  medicines"  and  his  work 
was  published  by  the  British  Medical  As- 
sociation in  "Secret  remedies"  and  "More 
secret  remedies'"  —  "What  they  cost  and 
what  they  contain".  Many  of  the  prepara- 
tions were  found  to  be  useless,  suggesting 
there  was  a  need  for  the  ingredients  of 
medicines  to  be  disclosed.  The  Pharmacy 
and  Medicines  Act  of  1941  said  the  name 
and  amount  of  the  constituents  must  be 
stated  on  the  label,  so  Harrison  played  an 
important  part  in  the  development  of  the 
legal  control  of  proprietary  medicines. 

At  a  time  when  the  right  of  the  phar- 
macist to  be  an  analyst  is  being  challenged 
it  is  important  to  reaffirm  that  qualifica- 
tion as  a  pharmacist  is  a  sound  basis  for 
a  career  in  analysis  and  the  best  for  phar- 
maceutical analysis.  Many  of  the  famous 
chemist-analysts  were  proud  to  use  the 
title  pharmacist  and  those  who  became 
professors  of  chemistry  continued  to  use 
it.  I  believe  that  Harrison,  whom  we  com- 
memorate today,  would  be  pleased  to  be 
remembered  as  a  great  pharmacist-analyst. 
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They've  polished  off  all 
our  Pearl  Drops.

Students  entering  pharmacy 
exceeding  estimates 


A  revised  estimate  of  pharmaceutical 
student  numbers  in  the  first  years  of  the 
current  quinquennium  shows  an  in- 
crease of  42  students  on  the  previous 
estimate  of  entries  to  schools  in  1977.  This 
in  turn  would  lead  to  more  than  24  more 
graduates  than  had  been  forecast  for  1980. 

This  information  was  given  to  the 
December  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain. 

Mr.  J.  P.  Bannerman  expressed  great 
concern  that  the  previous  estimates,  which 
had  shown  an  increase  of  10  per  cent  in 
student  intakes  by  the  end  of  the  current 
quinquennium,  had  already  been  exceeded 
by  some  schools,  in  the  revised  estimates. 
He  felt  that  the  self  regulating  develop- 
ments that  had  occurred  in  other  discip- 
lines would  not  take  place  in  pharmacy. 
Too  many  pharmacists  would  merely  lead 
to  reduced  rewards  for  all  pharmacists.  He 
considered  that  pious  hopes  alone  were 
not  sufficient  to  deal  with  the  situation. 

It  was  mentioned  that  a  list  of  establish- 
ments approved  for  preregistration  ex- 
perience had  now  been  compiled.  It  con- 
tained the  name  and  address  of  each  ap- 
proved private  general  practice  pharmacy 
and  industrial  establishment,  together  with 
the  headquarters  addresses  of  Boots  and 
Westons,  and  details  of  the  Guild  of  Hos- 
pital Pharmacists'  placement  scheme.  The 
list  is  available  from  the  Society  on  re- 
quest and  is  to  be  circulated,  with  monthly 
amendments,  to  schools  of  pharmacy. 

Sixth  form  studies  review 

At  a  meeting  of  heads  of  schools  of 
pharmacy  proposals  made  by  three  work- 
ing parties  of  the  Schools  Council  that  the 
breadth  of  study  within  the  sixth  form 
should  be  increased  to  at  least  five  subjects 
and  that  the  subjects  chosen  should  be 
based  on  certain  recommended  elements 
to  form  a  balanced  curriculum  were  con- 
sidered. There  seemed  to  be  no  disagree- 
ment among  the  heads  of  schools  with  the 
object  of  broadening  sixth  form  studies, 
but  they  thought  that  if  there  was  a 
change  in  the  curriculum  and  examina- 
tions based  on  the  recommendations  of 
the  working  parties,  it  would  be  necessary 
to  reconsider  the  structure  and  length  of 
the  pharmacy  degree  course.  It  was 
thought  that  a  reduction  in  the  depth  of 
study  of  the  basic  sciences  in  the  sixth 
form,  together  with  other  pressures  that 
existed  within  the  current  degree  course 
syllabus  arising  from  new  developments 
within  traditional  subjects,  would  necessi- 
tate a  foundation  year  similar  to  that  of 
the  European  pharmacy  degrees,  in  which 
the  basic  sciences  would  be  taught  in  an 
integrated  manner  in  relation  to  pharmacy. 
It  was  certainly  not  the  case,  the  heads  of 
schools  thousht,  that  the  proposed  altera- 
tions in  the  sixth  form  curriculum  could 


be  accommodated  without  any  alteration 
in  the  current  degree  course  structure.  The 
Education  Committee  supported  that  view. 

Anticipating  the  involvement  of  the 
regional  pharmaceutical  officer  in  the  plan- 
ning, provision  and  monitoring  of  post- 
graduate courses  after  April  1974,  the 
Committee  recommended  that  regional 
committees  be  asked  to  invite  regional 
hospital  pharmacists  to  meetings  at  which 
the  provision  of  postgraduate  courses 
would  be  discussed. 

Branches  submitting  motions  for  the 
branch  representatives'  meeting  in  1974 
are  to  be  asked  to  send  a  representative  to 
a  meeting  on  January  10,  1974,  at  which 
the  wording  of  the  motions  will  be 
discussed. 

Early  warning'  schemes 

"Early  warning"  schemes  by  which 
rapid  communication  of  information  to  all 
pharmacists  in  a  branch  could  be  carried 
out  had  been  discussed  at  the  branch 
secretaries'  meeting.  For  example,  in  the 
Bournemouth  area  if  a  pharmacist  had 
some  information  that  needed  to  be 
passed  on  to  his  colleagues,  he  would  pass 
it  on  to  pharmacist  A,  who  had  a  list 
of  names  to  telephone  and  each  of  those 
repeated  the  procedure  so  that  in  about 
half  an  hour  every  pharmacist  in  Bourne- 
mouth had  the  information.  The  Organisa- 
tion Committee  recommended  that  the 
Council  should  emphasise  to  the  branches 
the  value  of  having  a  system  by  which 
rapid  communication  could  be  achieved. 

The  Committee  accepted  the  recommen- 
dation of  the  Conference  Science  Com- 
mittee that  the  symposium  topic  for  the 
1974  Conference  be  "The  design  of  medi- 
cines for  oral  administration"  with  the 
following  main  groupings  for  discussion  : 
the  physical  chemistry  of  drugs  and  its  re- 
lation to  absorption;  the  technology  of 
dose  forms  and  clinical  aspects. 

It  was  confirmed  that  the  1976  Con- 
ference is  to  be  held  in  St  Andrews  during 
the  week  commencing  September  12. 

It  was  agreed  that  arrangements  be 
made  to  change  the  financial  and  admini- 
strative year  of  the  regions  to  April  1  to 
March  31,  to  coincide  with  that  of  the 
branches  to  overcome  difficulties  with  the 
election  of  representatives  from  branches. 

Following  the  Society's  approach  to  the 
Department  of  Health  saying  that  it  would 
welcome  an  opportunity  of  discussing  its 
evidence  on  the  proposed  General  Sale 
and  Prescription  Only  Medicines  Lists 
with  representatives  of  the  Medicines  Com- 
mission, the  Practice  Committee  heard  that 
a  letter  had  been  received  inviting  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Society  to  meet  the 
General  Sale  Lists  Committee  on  Decem- 
ber 20.  The  Practice  Committee  recom- 
mended that  the  Society'  representatives 


at  the  meeting  should  be  Mr  Bannerman, 
Mr  W.  A.  Beanland  and  Mr  J.  Ferguson 
(an  assistant  secretary  of  the  Society). 

On  the  subject  of  the  distribution  of 
animal  medicines,  the  Practice  Committee 
agreed  that  it  would  be  useful  to  send  a 
further  letter  to  the  Ministry  of  Agricul- 
ture, Fisheries  and  Food,  dealing  with 
some  of  the  uninformed  comment  which 
had  appeared  in  sections  of  the  farming 
press  about  the  implications  of  the  pro- 
posals of  the  Medicines  Commission. 

A  request  from  Mr  Fawcitt  (deputy 
chief  pharmacist,  Department  of  Health 
and  Social  Security)  for  factual  informa- 
tion about  medicinal  products  which  were 
in  short  supply  was  agreed  to. 

Care  Chemist  title 

The  attention  to  the  Ethical  Committee 
was  drawn  to  the  title  "Care  Chemist"  used 
by  Independent  Chemists  Marketing  Ltd. 
The  Committee  was  reminded  that  a  letter 
sent  to  NPU  Marketing  Ltd  earlier  this 
year,  after  its  proposals  had  finally  been 
outlined  to  the  Council,  had  indicated 
clearly  that  the  title  "chemist"  should  not 
be  used  in  any  advertising.  Consequently, 
the  Committee  recommended  that  letters 
should  be  sent  to  Independent  Chemists 
Marketing  Ltd  and  the  NPU  executive 
committee  reaffirming  that  the  title 
"chemist"  should  not  be  used  in  adver- 
tising, and  indicating  that  the  use  of  the 
word  "care"  in  connection  with  the  word 
"chemist"  created  an  invidious  distinction. 

The  Science  Committee  recommended 
that  the  annual  grant  of  £250  paid  to  the 
Society  for  Analytical  Chemistry  as  a  con- 
tribution to  the  expenses  of  the  joint  com- 
mittee on  the  evaluation  of  drugs  should 
be  increased  to  £350  for  this  year  and  the 
next  two  years.  It  also  recommended  that 
the  Committee  on  Safety  of  Medicines  be 
asked  to  convene  a  meeting  to  discuss  the 
wording  of  warning  cards  issued  when  cer- 
tain medicines  are  dispensed. 

It  was  decided  that  a  half-day  sym- 
posium on  herbal  remedies  should  be  held 
at  Bradford  in  conjunction  with  an  ex- 
hibition drawing  attention  to  the  Society's 
collection  of  materia  medica  and  herbaria. 

It  was  agreed  that  the  Cruel  Experiments 
Bill,  as  drafted  was  not  entirely  satisfac- 
tory. The  New  Legislation  Committee  said 
and  Council  agreed  that  it  would  be  pre- 
ferable to  adopt  the  recommendations  of 
the  Littlewood  Report  on  the  subject  and 
the  Department  concerned  would  be 
advised. 


November  register  losses 
smallest  of  year 

Only  a  total  of  four  pharmacies  were 
lost  to  the  Society's  register  during  Nov- 
ember —  the  smallest  reduction  so  far 
this  year.  The  number  closing  down  was 
also  the  smallest  of  the  year  at  26  with  the 
year's  largest  number  opening  up  —  22. 

Three  pharmacies  in  London  closed 
down  with  two  opening  up,  and,  for  the 
rest  of  England,  the  figure  for  both 
closures  and  opening  were  the  same  at  18. 
In  Wales  and  Monmouthshire  closures 
equalled  openings  at  two  each  but  in 
Scotland  three  closed  with  no  new  phar- 
macies opening. 
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IMS  pharmacists  petition 
Glaxo  board  at  AGM 

A  petition  calling  for  the  reinstatement  of 
the  Belfast  wholesalers  Harold  Mitchell  & 
Co  Ltd  as  suppliers  of  the  medicinal  pro- 
ducts of  Glaxo  Holdings  Ltd  and  signed 
by  over  250  retail  pharmacists  in  Northern 
Ireland,  was  presented  at  the  group's 
annual  meeting  on  Monday  to  the  chair- 
man, Mr  A.  E.  Bide. 

In  presenting  the  petition,  Mr  Harold 
Mitchell,  managing  director  of  the  whole- 
salers, said  they  had  a  public  duty  to  ful- 
fil to  ensure  a  comprehensive  range  of 
NHS  drugs  to  meet  emergency  situations. 

Such  situations  had  been  frequent  since 
he  last  addressed  the  board  two  years  ago 
(see  C&D,  December  18,  1971,  p  882). 
Three  wholesale  chemists  had  had  their 
premises  destroyed  including  his  own  com- 
pany. New  premises  were  now  in  use  and 
staffed  14  hours  a  day. 

Mr  Mitchell  concluded:  "Two  years  ago 
Mr  Smart  (Glaxo's  commercial  director) 
offered  to  restore  terms  to  us  if  'the  in- 
terests of  the  people  of  N.  Ireland  make 
this  a  desirable  step'."  He  called  on  the 
board  to  implement  that  promise  without 
further  delay. 

Mr  Mitchell's  case  was  also  supported 
by  two  Ulster  pharmacists,  Mr  T.  J.  Killick 
and  Mr  J.  Brown.  Mr  Killick  said  he 
thought  it  unfortunate  that  supplies  were 
withheld  from  the  company.  "Why  can  we 
riot  obtain  our  supplies  from  the  whole- 
saler of  our  choice?"  It  was  in  the  interest 
of  Glaxo's  shareholders  to  have  the  sup- 
port of  chemists. 

Mr  Brown  said  he  was  speaking  as  a 
shareholder  and  former  representative  of 
Glaxo.  They  were  told  two  years  ago  that 
there  was  an  adequate  distribution  service. 
At  that  time  there  were  five  wholesalers, 
now  there  were  only  three.  The  position 
had  therefore  changed. 

Mr  Bide  said  he  was  aware  of  the  facts 
presented  by  Mr  Mitchell.  It  was  a  matter 
that  had  been  under  discussion  for  some 
time  but  he  did  not  propose  to  deal  with  it 
at  that  meeting. 

Before  the  adoption  of  the  annual  report 
and  accounts,  Mr  Bide  stated  that  the 
sale  of  Murphy  Chemicals  Ltd.  to  Pepro 
SA  (see  C&D,  June  9,  p  748)  may  not 
now  take  place.  "We  have  encountered 
a  situation  that  could  make  it  difficult  to 
achieve  the  basic  aim  of  assuring  a  grow- 
ing future  for  the  Murphy  staff  and  for 
the  business.  The  matter  is  under  close 
consideration  and  a  decision  will  be  re- 
ached and  announced  as  soon  as  possible. 
Whatever  we  do,  it  will  not  materially 
affect  the  Group's  situation." 

Brillo  moves  into  Europe 

Brillo  Manufacturing  Co  of  Great  Britain 
Ltd,  have  acquired  a  majority  sharehold- 
ing in  a  French  company  specialising  in 
paradirhlorobenzene  and  disinfectant  pro- 


ducts, Soc  de  Produits  Aseptiques  Disin- 
fectants Odorants.  at  Gallardon  near 
Chatres.  The  new  addition  to  the  Brillo 
Group  companies  complements  not  only 
their  interest  in  the  household  cleaning 
field  but  their  interests  in  the  toiletries  and 
chemists'  trade  covered  through  their  sub- 
sidiary, Cuticura  Laboratories  Ltd. 

Standard  Synthetics 
acquired  by  US  company 

H.  Kohnstamm  &  Co  Inc  of  America  have 
formed  a  new  company  which  has 
acquired  the  assets  of  the  50-year  old 
essential  oils  and  flavour  business  of  Stan- 
dard Synthetics  Ltd,  Barnes.  Details  of  the 
new  set-up  were  finalised  recently  during 
a  visit  of  Robert  H.  Pulver,  senior  vice- 
president  of  the  parent  company.  The  new 
company,  which  will  trade  as  H.  Kohn- 
stamm &  Co  (UK),  will  continue  business 
as  a  British  directed  international  com- 
pany under  an  equity-holding  British 
managing  director,  Timothy  L.  R.  Hicks, 
with  Paul  L.  Kohnstamm.  president  of  the 
American  company,  as  chairman.  The 
other  directors  of  the  new  company  are 
J.  L.  Hindle  who  was  managing  director 
of  Standard  Synthetics.  Robert  H  Pulver 
who  is  senior  vice-president  of  the  parent 
company,  and  two  other  British  directors. 
Jack  Pogson  and  Jack  Stoker. 

Mr  Hicks,  who  was  managing  director 
of  British  Essence  from  1970  until  the 
company  was  absorbed  by  Barnett  & 
Foster  after  the  collapse  of  Metal  Traders, 
declined  a  seat  on  the  Barnett  &  Foster 
board  and  resigned  in  January  this  year. 
Lately  he  has  been  to  the  US  and  Canada 
and  employed  as  a  consultant  by  Kohn- 
stamm. Before  joining  British  Essence  he 
was  with  Stevenson  &  Howell  for  nine 
years. 

Kohnstamm  has  its  headquarters,  labo- 
ratory and  flavour  division  in  New  York, 
while  its  flavour  plant  is  in  New  Jersey: 
the  western  and  Pacific  divisions  are  in 
Illinois  and  California. 

Wellcome  to  invest  £5m 
in  Dartford  and  Crewe 

With  an  investment  of  £4m  at  their 
Dartford  chemical  works  and  a  little  under 
£lm  at  their  production  unit  at  Crewe 
Hall,  Ches,  Wellcome  Foundation  Ltd  is 
to  carry  out  a  new  modernisation  pro- 
gramme designed  to  rehouse  part  of  its 
manufacturing  and  packing  facilities. 

At  Dartford  a  new  building  of  100,000 
sq  ft  distributed  over  three  floors  will 
house  tablet  manufacture  with  a  ware- 
house for  drug  stock  in  the  basement. 

In  two  chemical  manufacturing  build- 
ings at  Dartford,  reactors  of  larger  capa- 
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city  will  be  installed  with  ancillary  equip- 
ment to  achieve  totally  enclosed  processes 
and  improve  working  space. 

At  Crewe  an  extension  to  the  existing 
store  of  24,000  sq  ft  will  provide  increased 
space  for  warehousing  and  for  the  check- 
ing of  incoming  raw  materials  and  pack- 
aging. A  new  building  of  27,000  sq  ft  will 
provide  a  new  packing  hall.  New  buildings 
are  scheduled  to  be  completed  at  Crewe  by 
mid-1975  and  at  Dartford  by  mid-1976. 

Pharmaceutical  exports 

Pharmaceutical  exports  from  the  UK  for 
the  first  ten  months  of  the  year  totalled 
£1826m,  surpassing  the  figure  of  £180-8m 
for  the  whole  of  1972.  The  industry's  1973 
export  target  of  £200m  now  seems  cer- 
tain to  be  exceeded  by  a  comfortable  mar- 
gin, according  to  a  statement  from  the 
Association  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Industry  last  week.

Uniehem  Ltd  reported  this  week  that  they 
had  a  record  month  for  recruitment  in 
November,  applications  for  membership 
and  for  participation  in  its  retail  stock  re- 
cording schemes  being  "the  higher  ever, 
beating  even  October,  itself  a  record  for 
new  members".

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Beecham  win  ampicillin 

patent  ease 

Beecham  Group  Ltd,  succeeded  by  a  3-2 
majority  in  the  House  of  Lords  on  Dec- 
ember 11  in  its  patent  rights  dispute  with 
Bristol-Myers  Co,  concerning  the  antibiotic 
ampicillin  trihydrate. 

Three  law  lords  upheld  the  British  com- 
pany's contention  that  they  had  estab- 
lished a  case  of  prior  use  of  the  drug  in 
that  they  sold  a  quantity,  sufficient  to  treat 
10,000  patients,  in  March  1963;  and  their 
claim  was  not  defeated  by  the  fact  that 
neither  they  nor  the  persons  who  bought 
the  capsules  containing  the  drug  knew 
that  it  contained  ampicillin  in  that  form. 

Two  law  lords,  Lord  Reid  and  Lord 
Morris  of  Borth-y-Gest,  held  that 
Beechams'  prior  use  was  a  secret  use,  and 
therefore  would  not  defeat  the  American 
company's  patent. 

Lord  Reid  said  that  if  "secret"  applied 
to  a  case  where  no-one  knew  the  truth, 
it  must  apply  all  the  more  to  a  case 
where  no-one  could  have  known  the  truth. 
Lord  Morris  said  a  secret  use  was  a  use 
unknown  to  the  public,  and  not  discover- 
able by  them. 

Lord  Diplock,  with  whom  Lord  Cross 
of  Chelsea  and  Lord  Kilbrandon  agreed, 
said  Beechams  did  not  need,  and  had  not 
chosen,  to  rely  on  manufacture  as  con- 
stituting the  prior  use. 

"What  they  rely  upon  is  their  subse- 
quent sale  upon  the  market  of  the  ampicil- 
lin trihydrate,  which  was  put  into  capsules 
of  ampicillin.  What  they  had  done  was  to 
sell  something  that  was  in  fact  ampicillin 
trihydrate.  That  neither  they  knew,  nor 
those  who  bought  the  capsules  from  them 
could  know,  that  what  the  capsules  con- 
tained included  ampicillin  in  that  particu- 
lar form,  could  not  alter  that  fact.  They 
intended  to  sell  those  capsules,  which  they 
in  fact  solds  and  to  sell  them  by  way  of 
trade.  The  extent  of  their  own  knowledge 
of  the  composition  or  qualities  of  con- 
tents of  the  capsules  they  were  selling  was 
no  more  relevant  than  the  extent  of  the 
knowledge  of  those  buying  the  capsules. 

Bristol-Myers  were  not  entitled  to  a 
monopoly  which  would  prevent  Beechams 
from  selling  or  their  customers  from  buy- 
ing in  the  course  of  trade  what  they  had 
sold  or  bought  before." 

Lord  Diplock  said  that  to  describe  the 
unconditional  sale  of  a  substance  on  the 
open  market  without  any  of  the  parties 
to  the  sale  taking  any  steps  intended  to 
conceal  what  they  were  doing  as  a  "secret 
use"  of  that  substance  seemed  to  him 
to  be  an  abuse  of  language.  "Secret" 
meant  "done  with  the  intention  of  being 
concealed,"  and  an  action  done  unwit- 
tingly involved  a  state  of  mind  incom- 
patible with  an  intention  to  conceal.

MARKING  TIME 

London,  December  12:  The  prices  of  the 
majority  of  commodities  were  marking 
time  during  the  week  waiting  to  see, 
among  other  things,  the  effect  of  the 
new  low  value  of  sterling  against  the 
American  dollar  and  other  currencies. 
Australian  honey  was  unchanged  but  the 
next  shipment  will  be  at  least  10  per  cent 
up  and  even  more  if  the  shipment  is  not 
cleared  by  Customs  before  the  end  of 
December.  From  January  1  next  honey 
from  Australia  instead  of  being  free  of 
duty  will  be  charged  in  accordance  with 
EEC  regulations.  Dearer  among  essential 
oils  were  bois  de  rose  and  lemongrass 
(by  £0-10  kg)  and  eucalyptus  (£0-15). 
Brazilian  peppermint  rose  also  by  £0-15 
kg  while  Chinese  oil  went  up  £075  to 
reach  £8  00  kg. 

There  were  no  changes  of  importance 
in  pharmaceutical  chemicals  but  it  is  con- 
fidently expected  that  bismuth  salts  will 
shortly  be  advanced  to  compensate  for 
higher  metal  prices. 

Balsam  total  is  £265  kg  on  the  spot 
with  shipment  nominal.  Gentian  prices 
leaped  ahead  to  £1,000  ton  against  £700 
recently.
